GOVERNMENT WAS RIGHT 

Premier King was justified in refuse 
ing to offer governmental assistance 
in an effort that was sure to be vain, 
to save the Home Bank. It Bounded 
along for years using pplitical influ¬ 
ence and illegal means to get deposits, 
paying dividends out of capital depo¬ 
sits and fictitiously “improving” its. 
profits by including interest due but 
unpaid. In extremes it applied to the 
government for still further straws- 
upon which to cling and the govern¬ 
ment properly declined, says the Kin¬ 
cardine Review. Could the govern¬ 
ment properly decline, however, if all 
banks were subject to government in¬ 
spection? Can we have governmental 
inspection of banks without govern¬ 
mental responsibility? The govern- 
merit can’t afford to assume responsi¬ 
bility for the banks unless it takes 
over the management as well as the 
supervision, that is to say it cannot 
accept supervision fqr the government 
and leave management to the direct¬ 
ors. Deposits in chartered banks 
should be secure and the only method 
we know is to make all banks respon¬ 
sible for the deposits in each bank. 
The Bankers’ Asociation would then 
have to devise some system of inspec¬ 
tion and control that would tend to 
prevent the impairment of all by the 
wreck of one. 

-s THE RIGHT WAY , 

The imposition of a sentence of six 
months imprisonment by Magistrate 
Saunders of Calgary to a Calgary 
bootlegger is not too severe and it is 
pleasing to those who voted for the 
present act to see that the law will be 
enforced. Men who make a farce of 
the law and place it in open contempt 
are not deserving of any consideration 
and it is only by such sentences that 
the apt can be enforced. The Calgary 
magistrate has set an example that 
will no doubt be followed by magis¬ 
trates throughout the province when 
the bbotlegger is hailed before the 
courts. The temper of the public is 
against the bootlegger and they will 
see to it that the law is respected. The 
new law is regarded as a fair interpre¬ 
tation of the wishes of the people and 
the desire of all good citizens is to 
respect that law in every detail. 

WILL BE A TEST CASE 

The Lethbridge Herald reports that 
a test case is endeavored to be made 
under the Customs Act in the matter 
of parties from Montana coming over 
as tourists and under permit purchas¬ 
ing liquor at the vendor’s store in 
large quantities. The matter has been 
taken up by the R.C.M.P. in regard to 
a car which came over, with the party 
owning it buying fifteen cases of li¬ 
quor from the vendor’s store with i 
tourist’s permit. It is contended thjjJ 
the party was using a tourist car for 
^ppmercial purposes in having in it 
goods over the.value of $50, contrary 
to the Customs Ac\. W. S. Beattie, 
who is acting for the Montana man, 
claims that he was perfectly within his 
rights in purchasing the liquor in the 
quantity he did, in that the provineia 1 
act overrules the federal act. The 
matter is being taken up with Ottawa, 
and just what action will, be taken de¬ 
pends on the view taken at Ottawa. 

RECOVERING GOLD 

The British admiralty is finishing 
the most successful job of salvaging 
since the war in recovering almost the 
entire amount of gold that went down 
with the Laurentic when she was sunk 
off the north coast of Ireland in 1917, 
while coming to Halifax. The salvage 
work has oontinued with the greatest 
persistence for the last seven years 
and in the face of many difficulties 
and has resulted, the London bureau 
of the New York Sun says, in leaving 
with the wreck less than $1,000,000 of 
the sunken $25,000,000. 


We are informed that it is common 
complaint among the men working on 
the various road gangs that the mo¬ 
toring public give them- little or no 
consideration. In proof of this it is 
stated that cars frequently pass so 
close to workmen that the tools they 
are using are strutk. A rake was 
knocked out of a man’s hand quite re¬ 
cently and a few days ago a- similar 
tool was broken in two by a car whose 
driver acted in a thoughtless manner. 
This is biting the hand that feeds. 
There is no class which has more 
to say about about roads and which 
voices more grumbles about their con¬ 
dition than that which owns or drives 
cars. This class is now so large that 
it involves most of the public. Conse¬ 
quently, there is bound to be in it an 
unusually large section of those whose 
thoughtlessness, carelessness and self¬ 
ishness bring pain to their fellows and 
create disgust among all decent people. 
One would have thought that the men 
who are engaged in creating better 
roads and thus better facilities for mo¬ 
torists to enjoy themselves, would 
have been accorded every courtesy and 
assistance by those driving cars. How¬ 
ever, it seems that, locally, a few 
people of both sexes have been guilty 
of regrettable lapses. It may be hop¬ 
ed that in future these will cease en¬ 
tirely, at any rate as far as Cowichan 
drivers are concerned. Otherwise, it 
is certain that action will be taken to 
protect road workmen. This will 
doubtless prove an inconvenience to 
hundreds of drivers endowed with de¬ 
cent manners but will be necessary in 
order that those who are not so bless¬ 
ed may be made to act decently— 
Cowichan Leader. 

TO ENCOURAGE TOURISTS 

Foreign motor licenses may be 
used in this province for three months 
trom the time of entry into Alberta. 
This is tho new provision in the Motor 
Vehicle Act. It means that tourists 
may remain over in this province two 
months longer now than previously, as 
the former term was limited to one 
month. Autos from other provinces, 
or from the States will be allowed to 
remain three months without being re¬ 
quired to take out Alberta licenses, 
but they must carry the current year 
license of the province or state from 
which they come. 

RESUME GOLD PAYMENT 

That Canada should go back to the 
gold basis is the opinion expressed by 
the Royal Bpik in a recent circular. 
It would be a good advertising card, 
for Canada would be the first of all 
the nations in the war from the start 
to resume gold payment. It would 
prevent fluctuations in exchange and 
would thus moderate living costs. We 
cannot guess the losses through fluctu¬ 
ation in exchange. Purchasers of raw 
material in the United States have to 
reckon upon not only what the cost 
will be but also what the exchange 
rate may be at the time of delivery. 
It alsp has to be considered by grain 
dealers arid all others engaged in in¬ 
ternational trade. The circular point' 
out that on one occasion when Canadi¬ 
an money was at par or at a premium 
in New York we were practically on a 
gold basis and no one knew it. 

WONDERFUL CORPORATION 

The C.P.R. has 15,000 miles of rail¬ 
way in Canada, and controls 5,1021 
miles in the United States. It com-j 
prises 66 chartered companies subsidi- j 
ary to the parent company, whose J 
mileages are included in the total. It! 
owns and operates 13 hotels and 16 J 
bungalow camps-. It has 81 sea going] 
and lake traffic vessels," with 450.0001 
gross tonnage. It employs between j 
75,000 and 100,000 employes. Fifty 
per cent, of its stock is held in Great 
Britain. 21% in Canada and 20% in 
the United States. Its assets exceed 
over one billion dollars. It is a corpo-, 
ration absolutely controlled within the 
British Empire and that control is br¬ 
ing strengthened as the years go on.

World-prominent medical men will 
be in attendance at the scientific con¬ 
vention to be held under the auspices 
of the Alberta Medical Association in 
Edmonson July 2, 3 and 4.

• Since the mention made last week of 
the winning of a cash prize by Miss 
Cassie Davis for an essay descriptive 
of her visit to Muscle Shoals, there 
has been a demand for its publication, 
and the following is the short but in- 
terestirig story of the stay of our for¬ 
mer Vulcan girl in a place which has 
of late been the subject of much pub¬ 
licity: 

To attempt to relate in reasonable 
space all the impressions gained in a 
brief twenty-five hours at Muscle 
Shoals, is quite impossible, for apart 
from a very few hours spent in sleep 
our party was constantly being whisk¬ 
ed from one spot to another to view 
with ever increasing wonder the mar¬ 
vels of construction there on the Ten¬ 
nessee River at Muscle Shoals. 

There were 20 members in our party 
and it was conducted by H. B. Danby. 
I am sure that we all admired the ease 
and efficiency with which the entire 
journey was accomplished. 

No'time was lost after we emerged 
from the train in getting to Wilson 
Dam. Most of us have heard the di¬ 
mensions quoted several times—it is 
the height of the Majestic building, 
165 feet wide at the base, contains 
enough concrete Jlo build a sidewalk 
two feet wide around the world and 
when complete will have a roadway 
oyer the top 45 feet wide. However 
all this explanation fails to convey to 
the average listener other than a very 
hazy impression of its real propor¬ 
tion. I doubt if we have words in the 
English language sufficiently impres¬ 
sive to make anyone whqlhas not seen 
that massive structure visualize it. 
A gentleman remarked to me, in all 
sincerity, that the Pyramids of Egypt 
were not to be' compared with Wifson 
dam. Gazing at it one can only mar¬ 
vel at the intelligence back of it and 
realize that here indeed, is something 
of tremendous consequence to the 
American people. 

Leaving -Wilson Dam we were 
shown through the nitrate plants by a 
government official who explained the 
process of making nitrates and who 
was very courteous in answering our 
many questions. These plants are sit¬ 
uated on approximately four thousand 
acres of land. There are 91 of them 
and they have cost the United States 
government 89 million dollars. The 
grounds and machinery have been 
kept clean by an army of 200 men un¬ 
til recently and at the present there 
are between 600 and 700 men there 
getting things in A-l condition before 
final disposition is made.

SPORT AND PLAYERS 

Under the above heading The Cana¬ 
dian Daily Record, the official news¬ 
paper of the Canadian Expeditionary 
forces overseas, on February 1 th, 
1917, published a grimly-humorous set 
of baseball rules. It is as follows: 

The Baseball Magazine conns out 
with a whole list of humorous sug¬ 
gestions for the future-United States 
Army League, and says that inwall 
probability the rules for the bat'tle- 
front games will read something like 
this:— 

A batsman is entitled to take his 
base if hit by a shell while at the 
plate; a fair hall hatted into an Allied 
trench shall be good for only two bas¬ 
es, unless it - hits a general, in which! 
case tile' batter is entitled to all the 
bases hd~lton get before the general ! 
can climb up and locate “him; a ball 
batted .into a German tr ench shall a u- j 
tomattcally entitle the hitter to a' 
home run. 

The umpire shall call time whenever 
a shell falls on the diamond, and no ^ 
plays can be made till the shell has! 
been removed or has exploded. Shells I 
falling in the outfield shall not cause 1 
cessation of play, as. outfielders have 
loom to dodge in. 

If an umpire is hit by shell or rifle 
bullet, time shall be called while the 
surgeons decide whether such project¬ 
ile was fired by hostile guns or by 
looters in tile bleachers; if fired by 
rooters in the bleachers, the home 
team forfeits the game, for interfer¬ 
ence, 9 to 0. Any German bringing in 
a foul ball, or returning a ball batted 
into his trepches, shall not be made 
prisoner, but shall be permitted -to see 
the rest of the game and then g , home 
under safe conduct. 

German prisoners attempting to es¬ 
cape from captivity may be’forced to 
officiate as umpires; if a batted ball is 
hit and deflected or annihilated by a 
shell, the batsman shall be given three 
bases; if a'pitched ball or thrown ball 
shall be similarly struck by a shell, the 
umpire shall announce a dead ball, 
and the batsman sjjall hit over again. 

If any player shall wear a gas-mask 
while talking to an umpire, he shall be 
deemed guilty of insulting conduct, 
and shall be ejected from the game. 
I’t^vate soldiers and corporals shall be 
permitted only the ordinary * three 
strikes. Officers under the rank of 
colonel shall be allow-ed four strikes, 
and colonels five strikes. Generals arc 
permitted to stand at the plate without 
any strikes being called upon them till 
they see a ball that suits them. '

AUTOMOBILE ACT 

Amendments to the Motor Vehicles 
Act provide for heavy penalties for in- 
truction* of the ordinance. A mini¬ 
mum fine of $20 and costs with a 
maximum ‘ fine of $100 is made for 
chauffeurs whq operate cars without 
a license. It is "also pr ovided by the 
regulations now that a chauffeur iff 
applying for a provincial license ’to 
operate a car must accompany his ap¬ 
plication with a photo of himself, tak¬ 
en not more than 30 days before the 
application. He must also have the 
statement of some other person that 
the applicant is a fit and proper per¬ 
son to drive a motor car, ain^ that he 
is physically capable of operating the 
vehicle in a satisfactory nmnner. The 
act provides that each chauffeur must 
keep in his possession his license card 
with the photo attached and his signa¬ 
ture affixed on the line that is placed 
immediately alongside the picture. A 
police officer has a right under the 
act to demand of any chauffeur his li¬ 
cense card. Whenever a chauffeur is 
before the court 6n any charge, he 
must produce his card, and on this per¬ 
mit is entered the conviction of the 
court. There is a penalty provided for 
any chauffeur who fails to observe any 
of these regulations.
